THE HOUSE. 
NO QUORUM PRESENT, AND THE DAY OCOU- 
PIED IN KILLING TIME. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhteago Tribune, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—The Closing 
scenes in the House, beginning with this 
morning, were tame enough. At no time 
durimg the day was a quorum present, and it 
was therefore impossible to accomplish any- 
thing except by unanimous consent—a con- 


sent not granted except in two or three 


eases. A few bills were introduced. None 
of them were of any consequence, except 
one offered by Robeson, of New Jersey, to 
reduce taxation.

GOULD TRANSFERS THE CONTROLLING 
oN TEREST IN THE MUTUAL UNION TO THE 


WESTERN UNION. |

New York, Aug. 7.—A story circulated in 
Wall street for some time that Jay Gould 
had transferred his interest in the Mutual 
Union to the Western Union Telegraph 
Company was confirmed today. Jay Gould 
and George F. Baker, President of the First 
National Bank, represented a pool controlling 
51,000 shares of Mutual Union, 1,000 more 
than a majority. In the pool Mr. Gould wag 
supposed to act for the Western Union and 
Mr. Baker for the Mutual Union. The com- 
bination was made for a voting power, and 
the condition was that Mr. Gould should not 
use his interest to the injury of the Mutual 
Union. The amount that Mr. Gould 


TRANSFERRED TO THE WESTERN UNION 
was 40,000 shares, of which but 33,000 be- 
longed in the pool. The rest he had picked 
up in small lots on the street. The average 
per share received was $6.10. The original 
purchase was really made by Mr. Gould for 
the Western Union, The idea, as declared 
by the Western Union people, is to place 
both companies virtually under one control, 
50 as to prevent a ruinous cutting of rates; 
or, in other words, to stop competition. The 
invention is to keep separate the business of 
the two companies, and none of the offices 
of the Mutual Union are to be closed. The 
Board of Directors of the Mutual Union as 
at present constituted is so divided that five 
members are counted for this company and 
four for the Western Union. 

THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS. 
THEY DECIDE TO RETURN TO WORK AT THE 
OLD PRICES.

New York, Aug. 7.—The long strike of 
the freight-handlers of this city, which began 
nearly eight weeks ago, came toan end to- 
day. There had been a number of desertions 
from the ranks of the strikers during the lat- 
ter part of last week, yesterday a meet- 
ing of the Executive mmittee of the 
Freight-Handlers’ Union was held. Some of 
the members werein favor of giving up the 
strike then, but the majority diceded to hold 
out until next Wednesday, and in the mean- 
time to send a committee to the rail- 
way companies and ask on what 
terms the strikers would be taken 
back. But this morning the freight-handlers 
applied in large numbers to the superintend- 
ents of the freight piers and depots for work, 
as they felt it was useless to attempt to hol 
out any longer. This ä

Further and More Encouraging 
Reports from Minnesota 
and Dakota. 


The Corn Crop of Nebraska Now 
Estimated at 100,000,000 
Bushels. 


Indiana Will Take the Belt as 
the Champion Wheat- 
Growing State. 


Grave Apprehension Regarding the 
Ungarnered Portion of Michi- 
gan’s Wheat Crop. 


An Enormous Corn Crop in Nebraska 
Assured. . 
Special Dispatch to The Cha Tribune. 

Linco.n, Neb., Aug. 7.—Very encourag- 
ing reports are still coming in from different 
portions ot the State in regard to crops. The 
feeling is general that corn will make a big 
crop, whatever the condition of the weather 
from now on, only that frost does not come 
too early. No complaint is now made of wet 
weather, and many farmers find that corn 
has advanced more rapidly within the past 
six weeks andis better matured than they 
had anticipated. The best corn is found in 
counties along the Missouri River, where it 
is thought many fields will aver- 
age from fifty to eighty bushels 
per acre. In the central tier of counties corn 
will average a little less, from forty to sixty 
bushels being the figures given by reliable 
farmers. As an evidence of the maturity of 
corn it is enough to say that field corn is 
now in the market, the ears being large and 
the kernels healthy and well developed. 
From miscellaneous reports received yester- 
day and today there is no uneasiness shown 
in regard to thiscrop. The weather, while 
not exceedingly warm, is good grow- 
ing weather, with frequent show- 
ers and an abundance of dew at 
night. With a continuance of the 
present favorable condition of things the 
general belief is that corn will not make less 
than an average of fifty bushels per acre, and 
with an acreage of nearly 2,000,000 the crop 
will be in the neighborhood of 100,000,000 
bushels. In relation to this crop, however, 

it should be said that there is now scarce! 

any old corn in the State, and itis doubtfu 
if any great amount of the crop that is now 
— will be shipped eastward. It 
will be used at ome for stock 
and carried over until the next 
crop is gathered. This year many 
farmers sold corn at what they considered 
high prices, only to buy a little later at an 
advance of several cents per bushel. ‘This 
will not be repeated very soon. Farmers 
will keep enough corn on hand after this to 
see them through the year in good shape, let 
the market rule as it may. Even now grain 
merchants are making contracts for corn at 
40 and 45 cents per bushel, winter delivery. 
But there is not much disposition among the 
farmers to accept the prices. As for 
other grain—wheat, oats, rye, and 
barley—the harvest is about over, 
and condition and yield of these cereals 
do not differ materially in one county from 
another all over the State. But little thrash- 
has been done yet, the grain being in the 
stack. The yield will be much in advance of 
other years. Many fields have gone as high 
as thirty and thirty-five bushels per acre. 
There is a great difference in quality. In 
fields where wet weather has done damage 
the wheat will scarcely average No. 2. Con- 
stant rains made the fields weedy and 
considerable blight and rust are 8

Further HMeports from Minnesota and 
Dakota.

Sr. Paut, Minn., Aug. 7.—Reports received 
today from various portions of the State seem 
to indicase that while yesterday was extreme- 
ly warm throughout Minnesota and Dakota, 
preceded by light rains Saturday evening, no 
apparent damage is noticeable. Rye and 
barley in the shock may sprout some, still 
the danger is not imminent at all, as the rain 
was not sufficiently penetrating to saturate 
well-shocked grain. The danger to wheat 
from rust and blight consequent upon the 
extreme heat and prevailing moisture is 
only nominal, as it is generally so far ad- 
vanced as to be practicaily out of 
danger from these causes. While a single 
day of such weather as yesterday under any 
circumstances would not be especially disas- 
trous to the small grains, it would beof great 
benefit to the corn crop, and in the present 
critical condition of this product those farm- 
ers who have a large acreage of it rather 
look upon an occasional day of scorching 
heat as an undisguised blessing, and as such 
itis duly welcomed and appreciated. Ina 
few isolated instances chinch-bugs are doing 
some 7" enough, itis said, to reduce the 
average in districts where they are work- 
ing avery disappointing and unhealthy per 
cent. But as these districts don’t embrace 
any large amounts of territory, the general 
sane for the Northwest will not be greatly 
diminished. Winter wheat promises a 
heavier yield than the spring variety, and 
is variously estimated at from two to five 
bushels in excess per acre, but only the 
southern counties in Minnesota are devoted 
to the raising of winter wheat, the extra 
promise will not be of much substantial ben- 
efit only in the locality mentioned. The 
damage from lodgement of grain up to date 
is unusually small, as there has been a 
dearth of wind-storms and no hail at all. 
This, however, may be equalized by the ex- 
treme likelihood of the grain to crinkle, as 
the stalk ripened under the manimoth heads 
everywhere maturing.@The danger in this 
will commend itself to vey practical farm- 
er, who will make provision for it by pro- 
viding himself with men and implements 
enough to insure the prompt cutting of his 
entire field as soon as any partofitis in 
proper condition. All now depends upon 
action—prom pt, vigorous, and effective, 


Over Forty-seven Million Sushels fof 
Wheat Produced in Indiana This 


Year.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 7.—The August 
crop bulletin of the State Bureau of Statis- 
tics has just been issued, having been de- 
layed in order to obtain the facts in eegard 
to the yield ot the wheat and oats crop. The 
Township Trustees were instructed when 
making their reports to ascertain the aver- 
age yield per acre of wheat and oats in their 
several townships, by ascertaining from the 
thrashing-machine owners the quantity of 
wheat and oats thrashed, and by dividing the 
whole quantity so ascertained by the number 
of acres it grew upon, and report the average 
per acre. This is the basis of the report 
as to production. Partial verifications indi- 
cate that the reports are substantially accur- 
ate. As announced in these dispatches a 
few days ago, Indiana has probably pro- 
duced more wheat this year than any other 
State in the Union, both in the aggregate 
and in the yield per acre. The report shows 
that the acreage of the northern division is 
702,542, and bushels produced 8,864,178; the 


po 7,132,048. ‘The acre- 
age last year was 3,210,547, and bushels pro- 
duced 30,625, 668. 

The oats cropis also probably the largest 
ever grown iu the State, showing a total 
acreage of * A acres, and a total estimated 

roduction of 19,592,169 bushels, against

Nine-Tenths of the Wheat Ruined by

here now for the traditional seven days and 
seven nights, and it is entirely true that fully 
nine-tenths of the wheat in this and sur- 
rounding counties is ruined, ‘Your corre- 
spondent inadrive of seventeen miles in 
Ingham and Clinton Counties yesterday 
passed but six fields where the wheat was 
secured. In some few instances, where the 
wheat was put up in round shocks, it 
escaped. Possibly half of it 2 for the 
thrashing. Look! across fields, 
the shocks locke nearly as green 
as though the wheat had not 
ripened, and where the shocks were 
down, which is the rule, the wheat and 
straw were literally rotten. The farmers 
have cause enough to feel disheartened,-as 
the wheat, which was unusually héavy, 
would have yielded them a bountiful har- 
vest except for this extraordinary fall of 
rain. Corn, oats, and all other crops are 
looking well. 


Oats Injured and Corn Immensely 
Benefited by Rain in Putnam County, 


Iliinois.

HENNEPIN, III., Aug. 7.—Since my last dis- 
patch the weather has been very wet, and 
has seriously retarded the oat harvest.

BOSTON’S WEALTH. 


Her Taxable Property Valued at 6672, 
490,100, 
Special Dispatch to Ihe Uhicago Tribune. 

Boston, Aug. 7.—The Assessors have fig- 
ured that the valuation of Boston this year 
is $672,490,100, ‘There is a gain in real estate 
over that of last year of $12,356,300, and a loss 
on personal estate of $5,381,000, leaving a net 
gain in valuation of 86, 5,500. It is estimat- 
ed that the total loss on the valuanon of per- 
sonal property under the new law exempting 
mortgages from taxation as personal proper- 
ty will be $2,000,000 in Boston. Had this law 
not been iu force the report, instead of show- 
ing a loss of $5,000,000, would have shown a 
gain of $15,000,000 in the valuation of person- 
al property. ‘This loss, taken together with 
the increased State tax on accouut of the ex- 
emption of mortgages, has increased the rate 
of taxation 70 cents on $1,000 this year. In 
other words the rate, would have been $14.40 
instead of $315.10 if mortgages had been still 
taxed as they have been herewfore. The 
rate declared by the Assessors today is $15.10, 
an increase of $1.20 on $1,000 over the rate 
last year. The gain in real estate this year 
is mainly attributable to the increased valu- 
ation of property locatedin the down-town 
or business wards and to the erection of new 
and the improvement of old residences on 
the back bay. Only five women are taxed 
for voting purposes.

Severe storms accompanied by lightning 
are reported in the dispatches this morning 
from many places East, West, North, and 
South. At Stamford, Conn., lightning struck 
in several places, and in consequence the 
Presbyterian Church, two residences, and a 
hat factory were destroyed by fire.

THE ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS. 

It is much the fashion to shower abuse 
upon each succeeding Congress, and to say 
that it was more corrupt, more inefficient, and 
more damaging to the reputation of the coun- 
try than any of its predecessors, The Con- 
gress which is about to conclude its first ses- 
sion does not Corm an exception to the rule. 
It has been held up to pubiie censure by 
newspapers almost without distinction of 
party, and by such political conventions as 
have had occasion to express their opinions 
of it, one way or the other. 

It is easy to criticise details of legislation, 
and to include in one sweeping condemna- 
tion all that a legislative body hus done and 
much that it has failed to do. But it is only 
common justice to separate the good from 
the bad, and mingle credit for the former 
with blame for the latter. Congress did a 
shameful thing in passing the River and 
Harbor bill. It committed an enormous 
blunder and wrong in perpetuating the pres- 
ent unjust system of taxation. It failed to 
engage in meritorious legislation, which the 
country needs and had the right to expect of 
it, such as the Pustal-Savings bill, the Bank- 
ruptey bill, and the Inter-State Commerce 
bill, 

But the good must go with the bad if a just 
estimt to of the work of the late session is to be 
formed. There was much honest legislation 
by both Houses. ‘The Utah Commission bill, 
which it is belleved will result in the exter- 
mination of pelygamy, the Apportionment 
bill, the anti-Chinese bill, and the bill ex- 
tending the charters of Nationa! banks were 
public measuresof undoubted utility. Even 
the Tariff-Commission bill was sincerely 
supported by many members who believed 
and still do believe that it will result in the 
adoption of a revised and harmonious tariff 
at the next session. Tux Trisunr has not 
shared in this opinion, but itis willing to 
give persons who entertain it the beneiit of 
the doubt. 

Congress is entitled to thanks for many 
measures that it failed to pass, though they 
were urged with great persistency. With 
the single exception of the River and Harbor 
bill, for which there was abundant prece- 
dent, no great job“ was consummated. 
The Bonded Period Whisky bill was put 
through the House, but received its death- 
blow in the Senate. The McGarrahan claim 
was not called up. The Eads ship-railway 
euterprise was equally neglected. John 
Roach got nothing. While the tariff men 
held their own, they obtained no new favors 
save in the case of the Knit-Goods bill, 
which, it is claimed, was the correction of a 
palpable error in the statute. 

The House has been a very hard-working 
body. Ithas taken no Saturday holidays 
since February, though in other Congresses 
such has been the practice until the last 
weeks of the session. A vast quantity of 
useful legislation was matured in committees, 
and some of it will yet pass Into law. The 
Senate passed the Court of Appeals bill, 
which the House may yet agree to. 
House spent days on the Depariment-of- 
Agriculture bill, which, in amamended form. 
the Senate may adopt. But the House re- 
fused to agree to the Monitor prize-money 
rab and other objectionable measures which 
came down from the Senate. 

The efforts to make party capital out of the 
acts of the last session will fail. Wich refer- 
ence to the River and Harbor bill, the Demo- 
crats are a little deeper in the mud than the 
Republicans are in the mire. Nearly all the 
benefits of the bill go to the Solid South; and 
the largest part of the increase—$4,125,000— 
is to be expended in the “improvement” of 
the Lower Mississippi, for which the Demo- 
cratic States that line it on either side were 
clamorous. Texas, which carries off $818,000 
of the plunder—far more than any other 
single State—gave a majorty of 100,000 for 
llancock, and is not represented by a Repub- 
lican in either House. It is almost unneces- 
sary to say that Texas was unanimvous- 
ly “for” the bill, As to the Pen- 
sions Appropriation bill, concerning which 
much righteous indignation has been ex- 
pressed by the Democratic newspapers, it 
passed the louse under a suspension of the 
rules without a call of the yeas and nays, no 
protest against it being made by any mem- 
ber. It passed the Senate in the same way. 
The Tariff bill, too, was largely supported 
by Democrats. Randall in the House and 
Bayard in the Senate were among its most 
active supporters. It tl-becomes the Demo- 
cratic party, which during the six Years it 
had control of the House could pass no bill 
for the reduction of the tariff, to upbraid the 
Republicans for letting one session pass 
without making a new revenue system. Re- 
publicdhs will have no difficulty in defend- 
ing successfully the action of their party-rep- 
resentatives in the House, whatever Demo- 
cratic newspapers ar orators may pretend to 
the contrary. 
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WEST POINT BRUTALITY. 


the National School at West Point, and who 
in time are expected to succeed as officers of 
the army, have recently been making another 
exhibition of their personal ruffianisin. They 
have for a long number of years cultivated 
the disgraceful and cowardly practice of 
“hazing.” Not because hazing had anything 
to commend it as an exercise, or even as an 
athletic accomplishment; it was neither 
manly nor respectable: one gang, and the 
most numerous, assaulted and insulted an- 
other kung. a ROH, 
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objects in the unfortunate Africans who were 
| appointed to the school, It was no longer u 
practice of “ hazing”; it was a race prejudice 
which was vindictively pursued against the 
few men who were too weak In numbers to 
defend themselves, and to whom the officers 
of the academy were powerless to extend the 
protection of the law In a Government insti- 
tusion for the education of a corps of military 
ofticers. The revelations of the race confliet 
which induced several hundred white officers 
to boycott, insult, and outrage the few 
Africans who were admitted need not be re- 
called. They were disgraceful to the Kor- 
ernment of the school and to the manliness 
of the scholars. 

The latest exhibition of West Point chiv- 
alry and manliness is that of last week. A 
petty officer of the corps of cadets it seems 
abused his position to outrage and insult a 
‘private in the cadet ranks. The private 
thereupon challenged the Corporal; the code 
did not permit the Corporal to accept the 
challenge, but it did permit him to turn the 
challenge over to another cadet who in turn 
was compelled to accept the challenge and 
do the fighting. The substitute, whether by 
u previous understanding with his principal 
or not, refused to fight a duel, and insisted 
upon a prize-fight in a ring after the manner 
of “Tug” Wilson and Boston Sullivan. 
‘he challenger by the code had to accept, 
and in the subsequent fist-fight he was cruelly 

and severely pounded and beaten, 

This disgraceful proceeding, it should be 
remembered, took place at the academy, with 
the cadets serving as principals, seconds, 
bottleholders, and umpire, and the mass of 
the students serving as spectators of the 
shameful and cowardly brutality. ‘This pro- 
ceeding took place in a National school for 
the education of American gentiemen to 
serve as officers in the American army. 

We do not know any of the facts out of 
which this affair grew; we know nothing of 
the parties whp participated in it as princl- 
pals or assistants, but we do know that those 
in any way responsible for the beastly, bru- 
tal, and cowardly performance should be ex- 
velled from the academy, and should be 
handed over to the cfvil authorities to be 
punished as any other gang of prize-fighters 
are punished 

The offe:.ded diseipline of the military serv- 
ice could not be appeased until Sergt. Mason 
was seut to the penitentiary for eight years 
for firing ata man who could not have been 
hit under any elreumstances by that shot. 
Sergt. Mason was not, however, an officer, 
and did not rank as a gentleman, as these ruf- 
fians at West Point were pronounced offici- 
ally tobe. Ordinarily, discipline should be 
more severe in its exactment in their case, 
but whether it will be remains to be seen. 


WEAKNESS OF THE FRENCH GOVERN- 
MENT. 

As yet the French Government is without 
a Ministry, though the latest advices inform 
us that Senator Du Clere had accepted the 
task to form a new one. It will be remen- 
bered that the De Freycinet Ministry went 
out of office some days since in consequence 
of an adverse vote of the Chambers on a 
credit for French service in Egypt, and 
upon which De Freycinet had demanded 
a vote ot confidence. In the interregnum 
which ensued every effort has been made by 
President Grévy and friends to prevail upon 
some Frenchman of prominence to unier- 
take the formation of a new Cabinet, but 
the honor has been declined. Urgent solici- 
tations were made to De Freycinet to con- 
tinue in office, but without suceess. The 
offer has therefore been made to M. Du 
Clere, who, if he succeeds at all in forming 
a Ministry, will probably be forced to make 
it up by the admission of members of im- 
ited reputation and by retaining others who 
held office in that just terminated. The ob- 
jection urged against Gambetta that he filled 
the Ministry of which he was the head with 
*nobodies is more than likely to be ap- 
plicable to any which can now be formed in 
France. 

There is something in the rapidity with 
which the various Ministries of the French 
Republic have followed each other that 
should make Frenchmen pause and reflect. 
Nothing like it has occurred in any other 
civilized country. Certainly, that, in spite of 
these numerous governmental changes which 
necessarily involve changes both in its ex- 
ternal and internal policies, the country has 
been far from disturbance and constantly 
prosperous speaks more than well for its 
people. But such changes, and especially the 
fact now patent that Frenchmen of note 
are unwilling to accept offices of such 
responsibility and trust, give unmistakable 
evidence that there are radical errors in the 
French system of government which should 
be corrected at the earliest possible moment. 
A Government should be so framed as to 
correspond with the characteristics of its 
people. It should certainly not be like a 
piece of wax, which takes its shape from 
every squeeze it receives. It should have a 
definit policy, developing that which is good 
and suppressing that which is evil among its 
people. It is perfectly apparant to any out- 
side student of French affairs that the Gev- 
ernment of the French Republic has no 
other policy than to follow blindly the 
wishes of the Ilouse of Deputies. The 
latter is in reality the Government. 
France, practically speaking, has no Execu- 
tive. The Executive authority, originally 
intended to be vested in the President and 
his Cabinet, has been usurped by the Ilouse 
of Deputies, and this knows no law nor rule 
of action but as dictated by the self-interest 
of its members or the whims, and caprices, 
and antagonisms of the prominent men of 
its different-gro. 9s. No sugh thing as party 
subordination is known. And while the 
larger portion of its members are Republie- 
ans, there are scarce a half-dozen of them 
who either think alike on any one subject or 
whocan be relied on to follow the lead of 
any one else. No wonder, therefore, that 
the lives of the different Ministries 
have been so short. No wonder that 
Frenchmen of prominence shrink from 
accepting office and attempting that 
Which they kuow beforehand must in- 
evitably fail. The trouble 18, that iu framing 
their Government Frenchmen have given 
themselves individually too much liberty. 
They have ignored the fact that to insure 
the greatest liberty to the greatest number 
some subordination of the individual is nee- 
essary. They can never hope to possess a 
stable Governmeht until this principle in 
some form is recognized and adopted not 
only in their laws, but in the management 
of their political parties. 

Gamdetta's plan of the scrutin de liste was 
well calculated to remedy the latter evil; 
but even he, with the influence which his 
great ability gave him, with all the prestige 
his great achievements for France had en- 
dowed him, could not sueceed in having it 
adopted. By this system of election the 
erratic opinions of individual candidates 
could be curbed into some hc mogeneity. 
Those seeking election could be required to 
vledge themselves in advance to suv- 
port a given policy, and the leaders 
of parties could thus expect the united 
efforts of those who called. tkmselves 
their followers. But the Gambetta Ministry 
was forced out of power on this question. 
y Frenchmen did not then, nor do they now, 
Appreciate its necessity, and yet without it 
or something similar no French Ministry can 
expect to live. It can never hope for a per- 


manent majority. iu any policy it may pui- 
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sue. The greater 
prominence of its leader the mére certain it 
is to be opposed and defeated. The record 
of M. Du Clere’s Ministry, or indeed of any 
whieh may now take office, will be to in- 
crease the number of those whose existence 
has been sa shortlived and whose efforts to 
govern France have been so completely with- 
out success. 


SO 
THE APPROPRIATIONS AGAIN. 

Much is being written and said of the ex- 
travagzance ot Congress in the matter of the 
appropriations. A little examination will 
show that this accusation is notin all respects 
well founded. The nominal increase in ap- 

propriations as compared with last year is 
$78,000,000. Of this suin $50,000,000 repre- 
sents arrears of pensions. As the Arrears 
bill was passed by a Democratic Congress 
and is sustained by a Republican Congress, 
both parties are responsibie for it. Nobody 
proposes to repeal it. It cannot be repealed 
without doing great injustice to pehsioners 
whose claims have been filed but not ad- 
justed, while thousands of others have had 
their arrears paid to them. The $50,000,000 
extra appropriations for pensions are made 
up of an item of $16,000,000 in the Deficiency 
bill, $82,000,000 in the regular Pension Ap 
propriation bill, and $2,000,000 in the Legis- 
lative bill to pay the cost of adjudicating 
claims. It was thought by Congress that 
since the arrears were to be paid, they could 
never be better disposed of than at present, 
when the Government has a large surplus, 
The appropriations were accordingly made 
for as large a sum as coudd be wisely dis- 
bursed during the fiscal year. 

Subtracting this $50,000,000 from the total 
excess of $78,000,000, as compared with last 
year, there are left but $28,000,000 as a re- 
mainder. Thirteen millions of this sum rep- 
resent deficiencies created by the parsimony 
of the last Democratic Congress; $4,000,000 
are in the Post-Office Appropriation bill, 
which, as the Post-Office now pays its own 
way, is not a charge on the revenues of the 
Government, leaving but $11,000,000 ef excess 
in the appropriation bills as compared with 
last year. Nine millions of this sum are 
found in the River and Harbor bill alone, 
which, as we have said, is the one great scan- 
dal of the session, 

A large part of the Sundry Civil bili rep- 
resents new public buildings, many of which 
are permanent investments, and save the 
Government more in rents than the principal 
sum is worth toit. Outside of the increase 
required for the Pension-Office, there has 
been avery slight addition to the clerical 
force of the departinents—not as much as the 
growth of the country -would seem to war- 
rant. The appropriation bills accomplish 
many valuable changes in the distribution of 
the working forces of the departments, all 
tending to produce greater elliciency and 
economy in the service. On the whole, the 
Appropriations Committee of the House has 
the right to be proud of its work, and the 
Republican party may rest satisfied with it, 
especially in view of the fact that the River 
and Harbor fraud was hatched by the Com- 
merce Committee, all the Democratic mem- 
bers consenting, and passed by as many 
Democratic as Republican votes.

KEEPING THE TURF CLEAN. 

The conduct of“ Plunger” Walton, a New 
York hotelkeeper whose success in betting 
on herse-races has been a matter of National 
notoriety for two years, wag recently inves- 
tigated by the Executive Committee of the 
Monmouth Park Association, it having been 
charged by one Kelly, a professional book- 


+ maker, that Walton had secured the pulling 


of the horse Marathon in a certain race, 
thereby enabling the promoter of the scheme 
to win a large sum of money. In 
the course of the inquiry which fol- 
lowed this accwsation the fact, hith- 
erto generally known, however, that 
Walton was in the habit of giving large sums 
of money to the riders and trainers of horses 
on which he had bet and won was fully dis- 
cussed. The charge of having brought about 
the defeat of Marathon by unfair means was 
not proved against Walton—in fact, there 
was not a particle of evidence in its support 
—but the committee were a unit in the opin- 
ion that the peculiar methods of obtaining 
information employed by the great speculat- 
or were of a charaeter that tended to the de- 
moralization of racing, and the result of their 
deliberations was the passage of the follow- 
ing rule: 


If any person gives or offers to any trainer, 
jockey. or ewployé, or if any trainer, jockey, or 
employé accepts or Offers to accept any gratui- 
ty, whether in the form of money. sbare in a 
bet or other benefit, without the previous oad 
specific and written consent of the owner whose 
horse gives occasion to the gratuity, and to 
whom the trainer, 1 pou key, or employé is en- 
gaged, such action shail be punished by expul- 
sion trom the course. 0 


The position taken by the committee is a 
very sensible one. If Mr. Walton or any 
other nian is permitted to secure from train- 
ers or jockeys, by means of presents, informa- 
tion concerning the condition of horses which 
should belong exclusively to the owners of 
the animals it is hardly credible that 
the result of his system would not be, 
in many cases; the perpetration of 
downright fraud by these same men in his 
interest. From paying jockeys because they 
win to paying them because they lose isa 
very short step indeed, and persons who 
make a profession of gambling are not apt to 
be overscrupulous regarding such matters. 
At present Mr. Walton is the only one of his 
class in this country, and it is not at all ge- 
sirable for the best interests of racing that 
his tribe shall increase.

THE OHIO CAMPAIGN. 

Gov. Foster, of Ohio, believes in an out- 
spoken, aggressive campaign. He forced 
the fighting against Tom Ewing and the 
Greenback craze, and won the day, and now, 
as leader of the Republican party in his 
State, he proposes to show a bold front on 
the Sunday and liquor question, which has 
been imposed as the principal issue of the 
pending campaign. Fortunately this ques- 
tion comes up in Ohio in a very much more 
reasonable shape than it has assumed in 
lowa and Indiana. Neither parties nor in- 
dividuals are required to take sides between 
free whisky and prohibition. Personal free- 
dom is not attacked on the one side, nor 
prejudice antagonized on the other. The late 
Republican Legislature proposed that 
those who engaged in the liquor 
trume should pay for the support 
of local government in something like a fair 
proportion to the additional expense their 
business inflicts upon the community, and 
that theatres and saloons shall not be exempt 
from the general rule which enjoins a sus- 
pension of business on Sunday. Gov. Fos- 
ter, in his opening speech at Elyria the other 
day, which was accepted as the key note of 
the campaign, sustained the position which 
the Legislature has taken, and proposed to 
go before the people for their approval. The 
issue may be embarrassing to the Republic- 
ans in the larger cities; but in the State 
fight there is reason to believe that the atti- 
tude taken by Gov. Foster will secure popu- 
lar indorsement. 

The liquor question in its present shape 
has been forced upon the Republican party 
by the saloon element. The constitutiona! 
prohibition of the license system was pro- 
cured many years ago by the total-abstinence 
element under the peculiar impression that 
the sale of liquor would be stopped when hk 
should no longer be exvlicitly licensed py 
State or local governments, 
result was to establish free whisky and re- 
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from all obligation to contribute to the — 
port of local government and from all ac 
countability for the particular abuses which 
grow out of the liquor traffic. In deference to 
the public sense of the Injustice of this condi- 
tion of things, the Republican party proposed 
to tax. the sale of liquor and bring those 
engaged in the business within the direct 
supervision of the local authorities. This 
endeavor has been denounced and resisted 
by the saloon element with as much vehe- 
mence asif it had been proposed to cut off 
the manufactare and sale of liquor alto- 
gether. The saloonkeepers, slong with their 
attorneys and political friends, refuse to 
recognize any distinction between the pro- 
posed license system and an out-and-out 
prohibition movement. In this they are 
manifestly unreasonable, and if the Demo- 
cratic politicians of the State pander to them 
the policy will prove to be as short-sighted 
and disastrous as was their flirtation with 
the Greenbackers. - The Sunday question is 
more embarrassing in the cities, but in 
the couatry districts the Anglo-American 
practice of observing Sunday will be ap- 
proved even more generally and warmly 
than the proposed regulation of the saloon 
business. 

These questions are entirely extraneous to 


the issues which divide the Democratic and 


Republican parties in a National campaign, 
and it frequently happens that their intro- 
duction into politics confuses the relations of 
the parties and leads to unexpected results. 
But the consideration of the license question 
seems to have been unavoidable in Ohio this 
year, and we think Gov. Foster’s advice not 
to temporize with it, but to expose the un- 
reasonable exactions of the saloon classes and 
their Democratic allies, is altogether the 
wisest course that can be taken. If the cam- 
paign shall proceed upon this basis there 
will be no doubt in the minds of the Ohio 
people of the merits of the question, and the 
popular verdict will be unmistakably in 
favor of a proper regulation and commensu- 
rate taxation of the liquor traffic.

CRIME IN THE COUNTRY DISTRICTS. 

In another column this morning will be 
found the results of a second series of inter- 
views with candidates for election to the 
Legislature in regard to the reform of the 
criminal code. Most of the candidates thus 
far seen have spoken in an encouraging way 
of the prospects of reform in the next Legis- 
lature. They are generally in favor of the 
amendment of the code. They do not agree 
as to details, but that was not to have been 
expected. Ifamajority of the members of 
the next Legislature can be induced to ad- 
mit the pressing need of reform it will be 
comparatively a simple matter to have their 
opinions expressed in a change of the laws 
of the State. 

Some of the candidates show a disposition, 
as unworthy as it is short-sighted, to take 
purely a selfish view of the question. Be- 
cause they represent country districts in 
which crime is sporadic and criminal or- 
ganizations unknown, they have met with 
little practical difficulty in the administra- 
tion of the laws. They assume that the 
system which is good enough for them is 
good enough for the rest of the State. They 
entirely lose sight of the fact that the con- 
ditions which are imposed upon the courts 
in the larger cities, and especially in Chicago, 
are different from those which they have ex- 
perience of. It is a remarkable fact that 
all the representatives from the cities were 
in favor of law-reform at the special session. 
The most strenuous opposition came from 
country-lawyers residing in Bunker Hill, 
Virden, and Shelbyville. Now, if it were 
true that the country had no reason to com- 
plain of the present laws on its own account, 
and that it had no interest in the administra- 
of criminal law in the cities, there might be 
a decent justification of the narrow and petti- 
fogging course adopted by certain of its rep- 
resentatives. But neither of the hypotheses 
suggested is true. The country has cause 
for complaint, and it has as much concern 
for the suppression of crime in the cities as 
the residents of the latter themselves have. 

Most of the lynchings that have taken place 
in Illinois of late years have been in the 
country. They represent faithfully the im- 
patience of the rural communities with the 
slowness of the law, and the distrust which 
is generally felt in regard to the efficiency of 
its administration. Even in Illinois, crimes 
of a certain kind if they are committed in 
the country are not infrequently followed by 
swift and terrible retribution outside of the 
laws. Would this be true if there were an 
abiding popular conviction that the courts 
and laws were all that they ought to be? 

As to crime in the cities, it is evident that 
visitors from the country, unacquainted 
with the practices of professional thieves, 
more often fall victims to them than city 
people do. A large majority of the latter do 
not get in the thieves’ quarter of the city 
once a year. They know from long ex- 
perience what and whom to avoid. But the 
country visitor isan easy mark for the con- 
fidence man, the bunko-steerer, the mock-auc- 
tion swindler, and worse characters of both 
sexes. Under the present system the pun- 
ishment of a city thief for any crime he may 
commit against a stranger costs more 
than it is worth The criminal can 
get bail and de at Übderty twelve 
hours after his arrest: the victim is 
liable to be held as a witness for weeks or 
months. Thecompounding of felony insuch 
cases has been reduced to a fineart. The 
thief surrenders one-half of what he has 
stolen and the complainant agrees not to 
prosecute. This happens, however, only 
when the criminal is caught; and in three 
eases out of four he is not found, 

The criminal classes of Chicago have a 
complete organization. They have “fences” 
at which they can dispose of stolen 
goods, which are usually sent out of 
the State. They have professional bonds- 
men. They have accommodating jury- 
men. They have considerable politie- 
al influence, which in great cases is 
freely exercised on their behalf. Their dis- 
cipline is perfect, and their vocation is looked 
upon by them as a commercial calling, They 
speak of their associates as “our people.“ 
They have even a society of their own, and 
give dances for the benefit of prisoners, 
which are attended by the criminal élite of 
the city. And while Chicago is the head- 
quarters of crime for the Northwest, all the 
surrounding country is lald under eontribu- 
tion. If a bank Is to be robbed in Galesburg, 
or a lonely farmer plundered of the savings 
of a lifetime in Shelbyville, or Virden, or 
Bunker Hill, Chicago will furnish the men 
to do the. “job.” and the spoils will be 
brought back to the city. 

It is plain that the country districts have 
as big an interest as tne city in the reform of 
the criminal code. They should see to it 
that they are represented in the next Legts- 
lature by men who are able to take a broad 
view of the question, and net by narrow- 
minded criminai lawyers who care more for 
their professional earnings than they do for 
the welfare of the people.

The most significant part of this circular 
is that in which the committee contesses to 
having neither the funds nor the disposi- 
tion to corrupt the public mind,” This is 
palpably intended to hit the Hubbell assess- 
ment, and the blow might be a telling one if 
it came from another source and were 
couched in different -terms. But the phra- 
seology of the Democratic cireular is pecul- 
lar. Having neither the funds nor the 
disposition,” is a disingenuous way of say- 
ing that, if the Democrats had the funds, the 
disposition would probably not be wanting 
to “corrupt the public mind.” The sen- 
tence smacks of a keen regret on the part of 
the writer, not very successfully con- 
cealed, that the Democratic committee 
has no officeholders to assess, and 
no assured source of revenue which might 
be put “ where it would do thé most 
good.” It is not to be concluded, of course, 
that the Democratic committee would not 
like to have money, but only that it is con- 
scious how hopeless it is to ask for voluntary 
contributions by circular. In the attempt to 
assume a virtue they have not, the Demo- 
cratic Congressmen who have joined in this 
circular have réally committed theinselves 
to a lament which can hardly fail to bring 
them and their works into ridiculé. 

The publication in the local Democratic 
press of “liberal extracts” from Demo- 
cratic Congressional speeches will serve to 
gratify the vanity of the Congressional ora- 
tors even more, perhaps, than if the speeches 
were printed by the thousand and franked 
by the ton through the mails. In 
giving out these speeches in homeopathic 
doses through the newspapers, It Is possible 
tuat they will find some readers, while the 
waste-paper baskets would receive most of 
them if they were to be malled in pamphlet 
form to individual victims, While the Dem- 
ocratic ecommitteé confesses that it has not 
the funds “to corrupt the publie mind,” it is 
going to do what it can in that direction by 
circulating Democratic speeches through the 
local press.“ The local press” evidently 
points to the cotintry newspapers, which are 
supported by city or county printing, and 
such subsidies as may be procured from 
local officeholders or candidates on the Dem- 
cratic side.

quishes the difficulty of submarine telephony. 
A submariae cable interferes with the speéd of 
signaling. Bat, in the lute experiment between 
Brussels and Dover, conVersation was freely ex- 
changed without extraordinary vocal effort 
through sixty miles of cable and nearly 200 
iniies of airline. “ The experiment,” says En- 
ound. “is very hopeful for ocean teleph- 
ony.”

THE INSUBORDINATE CONSTABULARY. 
Special Cuble. 

Dvuriin, Aug. 7.— The insubordination of 
the Irish Constabulary in Limerick seems 
& more serious movement than at 
first was supposed, for it is evidently 
not local, but sympathized with by the 
“whole foree throughout Ireland. If soon 
checked by acceding to the demand for in- 
creased pay it may easily result in increas- 
ing the insubordinate feeling among we 
people. The Government has made great 
efforts to quickly stop the dangerous move- 
ment. Inspector4ieneral Bruce visited Lim- 
erick and addressed the constabulary some- 
what arrogantly, denouncing their conduct 
as unprecedented in military history, and 
nothing short of 

A DISLOYAL COMBINATION. 
They were wrong in sending anonymous 
cireulars inciting the whole foree to follow 
their example. He wanted to know why 
they had hot sent their memorial to the Gov- 
ernment in a  soldier-like manner, and 
advised them to withdraw their 
circular, abandon the agitation, and 
leave themselves in the hands of the Govern- 
ment. The men declingd to adopt this ad- 
vice, declaring that the) would pursue their 
owa plan to the end, having no faith in the 
Governwent’s promise. Still they were will- 
ing to sacrifice their lives for the Queen if 
necessary. Butif their grievances were not 
redressed they were 
READY TO LAY DOWN THEIR ARMS 

and resign from the force. This was said to 
Col. Bruce’s face. After he retired it ap- 


tended in the least degree to pacify the 
men, On the contrary, there is expressed 
xreat indignation at the charue of disloyalty 
which Col. Bruce had not hesitated to launch 
atthem. They said it was 
AN INSULT OF THE GROSSEST KIND, 
which they hoped would not be repeated, 
and, what was more, they expected an 
apology for it.“ In this mood they remained, 
eXaspermtting each other without, while 
Col. Bruce had withdrawn into the County 
Inspector’s office, and was waiting to 
see whether his address might not bring 
mem into a more obedient frame of mind. 
After the lapse of an hour the men again 
paraded, and the Inspector-General, coming 
foward, explained that he did not mean to 
insult them when he used the word dis- 
loyal.” But he again pointed out how. ob- 
jectionable the organization was and repeated 
his request that they should withdraw their 
circular and abandon the agitation. 
THEY DECLINED. 
The Iuspector-General again withdrew. On 
returning to the Inspector’s office he was 
presented with about a hundred telegrams 
from various stations throughout the coun- 
try informing him that the action of the men 
in Limerick had their warmest sym- 
pathy and support. The arrival of 
these telegrams at that moment is explained 
by the fact that Col. Bruce’s visit had been 
telegraphed to the various police stations, 
and it appears that at the same time 
the batches of newly-arrived telegrams 
were handed to the men. A third time 
the Constabulary paraded. Now Col. Bruce 
read them a telegram which he wished them 
to send to all the stations with which they 
had previously communicated. This tele- 
gram was to the effect that 
THEY HAD WITHDRAWN THE CIRCULAR 

and retired from the agitation on a prom- 
ise from Col. Bruce that the Gov- 
ernment would take thelr claims 
into fmmediate consideration. To this 
appeal there was no reply. Speak!“ cried 
Col. Bruce. Thereupon a few men expressed 
their assent, but the great majority shouted

GIDDINGS’ CRIME. 


Coolly Piotting and Effecting the Mure 
der of His Wife's Paramour. 
Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 

CuILLicornr, Aug. 6.—A murder was com- 
mitted near the foot of Palnt street, in. this 
city, about 3 o’clock this aftertoon by Dan- 
iel Giddings, who shot and instantly killed 
Benjamin F. Wiltshire. The shooting oc- 
curred about 100 yards below the Paint street 
bridge, on the bank of the creek.

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Prohibition Enthusiasm Among the 


Germans a Failure. 

The German convocation at Lake Bluff 
closed yesterday. In point of attendance it 
was a slim affair, but several earnest and act- 
ive leaders were present and felt satisfied 
that they had made a beginning which was a 
good one and was destined to bear fruit. 

Mrs. Obenauer gave a temperance Bible- 
reading yesterday morning. Shequoted pas- 
sages in Scirpture in proof of prohibition. 

At3p. m. yesterday the conference was 
held. Mrs. Jutkins, ot Lexington, Ky., spoke 
of the great progress made in temperance 
work in that stronghold of Bourbonism. She 
thought the outlook for the cause was excel- 
lent. Miss Mann, of Beardstown, re orted 
the work promised well there. Mrs. Skelton 
gave an interesting account of her experi- 
enees during the Iowa — - 1 and said 
she would give the liquor-sellers due notice 
that they needn’t depend any longer on the 
German vote. Mrs. Harris, Mrs. Obenauer, 
Dr. Suisse, the itev. Dr. Parkhurst, and sev- 
eral othefs also made short speeches. 

Mrs. Skelton, who is a natural and effective 
speaker, spoke last evening on “ Prohibi- 
tion. Shecited Scriptural passages to prove 
her position. Six days shalt thou labor and 
do ali tuy work” meant that they should 
rest on the seventh day, and not make it one 
of amusement as many of the Germans were 
accustomed todo. “Thou shait not kill” 
was one of the commandments which was 
held up against the liquor traffic. Sheasked: 
Doesn’t whisky kill? The arguments made 
were to show that the Bible upheld prohibi- 


tion. 

Before adjournment the German temper- 
ance meeting at Lake Bluff decided to 
call a German femperance  conven- 
tion in this city on Aug. 2% for the 
purpose of perfecting the German tem- 
perance organization of the Northwest. 
A series of resolutions was passed. 
They provide for the furtherance of German 
temperance work, for educating the rising 
German generation by Sabbath-school work 
and by introducing the Bible and temperance 
text books in the schools; for establishing a 
German literary and lecture bureau. They 
also decided that Der Bahn Brecher, the 
temperance paper edited by Mrs. Skelton, 
should be removed from Cincinnati to Chi- 
cago and be issued weekly, beginning with 
September. They elected two delegates, 
Prof. B. Lampert and Prof. J. A. Schmitz, to 
the Nationa) Temperance Convention held in 
this city on the 23d. 

‘Today the Lake Bluff Convocation, under 
the leadership of Miss F. E. Willard, opens a 
two-weeks’ service. Probably nothing will 
be done till evening, when a conference is to 
be held for purpose of organizing for work.

As Far as Heard From the Bogus Ac- 
ceptances Foot Up Sixty Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


However, the Losses Will Have to Be 


Borne by the Philadelphia 
Bankers. 


Recent developments as to Charles M. Hil- 
gert, the Philadelphia sugar-man who has 
put the banks and bankers of the Quaker 
City so severely “ in the hole,” show that 
liilgert was by no means neglectful of Chi- 
cago when he planned the scheme of forgery 
and fraud which has resulted in his irre- 
trievable ruin and ignominious flight. The 
firm of John Hilgert’s Sons stood high in 
by-gone years, and, although for the past two 
years a feeling has prevailed among 
the better-posted that the house had 
gone in too deep, no suspicion that 
anything criminal had occurred pre 
sented itself to the minds of even the 
most skeptical until the disappearance of 
Charles M. Hilgert a few days ago. Then 
came the exposure, or at least a portion of it, 
for the inquiries of reporters of Tue Trin- 
UNE yesterday show that the half has not 
yet been told. 

Hilgert’s scheme was aningeniously simple 
one, Sugar and sirups are sold as a rule on 
thirty and sixty days’ time, and the firm of 
John Hilgert’s Sons was known to do a con- 
siderable Western business. Presuming upon 
this fact and upon the reputation for honesty 
and integrity which the house had gainedin 
the past, Mr. Hilgert obtained discounts from 
a large number of banks and private 
bankers in Philadelphia on acceptances 
purporting to be signed by Western mer- 
chants. Had these signatures been genuine 
the transactions would have been in ac- 
cordance with the regular rules of business, 
but, unfortunately for the confiding finan- 
ciers of Philadelphia, every 

LAST ONE OF THEM WAS FORGED. 
The game has been running for months, if 
not for years, and it was made possible by 
the fact that the acceptances were invariably 
made payable at the office of John Hilgert’s 
Sons, instead of at a bank or banking-house. 
Thus, if Mr. Hilgert used the name of some 
large Chicago firm to procure a little tem- 
porary financial aid, he got the use of the 
money for sixty days, At the end of that 
time the forged acceptance, bearing the 
names of the Western firm and of John Hil- 
gert’s Sons, was presented for pores at 
the office of the latter firm andduly honored. 
Next day Mr. Charles M. Hilgert took a sim- 
ilar liberty with the name of sume other mer- 
cantile house, or rather with a few dozen 
such, and so obtained a further extension. 

It seems incredible to any one who has 
paid attention to the apparently perfect sys- 
tem Of checks and safeguards and the umount 
of red tape which scems to surround the 
simplest transaction between a bank and 
an outsider, that such a state of 
things could long continue, or even 
that it should be once inaugurated. 
And yet the truth is that—in Philadelphia 
certainly and quite likely in a good many 
other cities—there is in no branch of business 
so complete an abandonment of the ordinary 

recautions against fraud as in the case of 

anks. The Philadelphia bankers discounted 
what they supposed to be the acceptances of 
Blank, Dash & Co., of Chicago, and indorsed 
by Sthe Hilgerts. For these notes, falling 
due in sixty days, they gave the full face 
value less the ruling discount, which was 
probably not more than 6 to 8 per cent per 
annum. With these notes, drafts, or ac- 
ceptances they got no collateral security 
whatever. They advanced money on pay- 
ment of a slight premium for its use upon 
pieces of paper 

PURPORTING TO BE SIGNED 

by two business houses, one in their own 
city and one perhaps in Chicago. They had 


| so much confidence in the credit of one or 


both of the cat nw poe wy to these acceptances 
that they handed out their money without 
cavil or delay, and contended with each 
other which financial institution should get 
Mr. Hilgert’s business and discount his pa- 


per. 

Such bankers would hardly have taken 
pieces of paper in the shape of promissory 
notes signed by Hilgert alone and given 
their money in exchange therefor 
unless the notes were accompanied 
by tangible security in the shape of good 
collateral, bonds, mortgages, etc. If it is 
answered to this that the double indorsement 
allorded this security by giving them two 
good firms to come upon, the curious ques- 
tion occurs: Why did they not satisfy them- 
selves as to the genuineness of Blank, Dash 
& Co.’s signature? That they did not take 
this simple precauvon is proven by the fact 
that of the number of Chicago firms whose 
names have been unwarrantably used by 
Hilgert, a large majority have not for years 
past signed any acceptance of this char- 
wucter, preferring to avail themselves 
of the option to pay cash and thus 
discount their own bills. As some 
of these firms are of very high standing an 
do an immense business, buying, of course, 
very largely in Philadelphia, New York, and 
other Eastern cities, this fact ought certainly 
to have come within the knowledge of East- 
ern financiers. 

So far as could be learned yesterday by an 
extended tour among the wholesale grocers 
and sugar-dealers, the amount yet reported 
for which Mr. Hilgert forged the names of 
Chicago merchants is very nearly $60,000, 
That is all that has been heard from as yet. 
but every mail may bring additional notices 
from Philadelphia bankers informing mer- 
chants that So-and-so’s bank holds your ac- 
ceptance of a draft drawn by Jobn Hilgert’s 
Sons, of this city, dated —— —, at 
sixty days, for 3——, and payable at the of- 
fice of John Ililgert’s Sons.“ and requesting 
attention to the same.

by the festive Hilgert are reported the fol- 
lowing: 

Deane, Whittaker & Co. have received 
notice of five suctidrafts, aggregating nearly 
$15,000; Bradshaw & West have been noti- 
fied of five, aggregating $14,300; Hinsdale & 
Y oe, $2,641; Grey, Burt & Kingman, $3,090; 
W. W. Hoyt & Co., $16,000; S. Bliss, about 
$4,000; E. P. Farrington & Co., $2,900—a 
total reported of $57,541. A number of other 
prominent houses are named, but their rep- 
resentatives could not be seen. 

Of course, the firms named above do not 
suffer anything except a little annoyance by 
the forgeries of Hilgert. But all the firms 
which have done any business with Hilgert, 
and happen to be indebted to him, have been 
served with attachment writs by one or oth- 
er of Hilgert’s Philadelphia creditors. A 
curious feavure of the affair is that hardly 
any of the firms whose names have been 
forged have made more than one or two pur- 
chases from Llileert, and with searcely an 
exception these transactions have been for 
cash, and no acceptances whatever have been 
given. In one instance, at least, there was 
no correspondence between the parties, the 
goods being bought through a broker. 

Several representatives of the local trade 
were asked what they knew of Hilgert and 
how it was possible tor him to carry on his 
frauds successfully. It appears that the firm 
has not done a great deal of business bere of 
late, and that, whatever confidence men in 
hisown city might have hadin Hilgert’s 
financial standing, there were men in Chica- 
go who gravely doubted. One gentleman said 
thata yearor more ago the Hilgerts drew 
on his tirm fora bill of goods sold at sixty 
days which had only ten days to run and as 
an inducement offered 1 per cent discount, 
which would be at the rate of about 30 per 
cent per aunum. Ile paid the draft, and when 
the next order came and the offer of 1 per 
cent for cash, or an acceptance at sixty days 
for the full amoant, was made, he deducted 
2 per cent discount, and the cash payment 
was accepted. This set him reflecting upon

OFFICER O’BRIEN. 


Formulation of Charges Against Him 
by Mr. A. B, Sharpe. f 
Mr. A. B. St. Leger, the gentleman who 
gave his name as A. B. Sharpe when he was 
unwarrantably and illegally arrested by Ofti- 
cer Pat O’Brien last Wednesday evening, 
filed his complaint with Acting Chief-of-Po- 
lice Doyle yesterday through Messrs. Wilson 
& Collier, his attorneys. The gentleman 
gives his correct name and said that he gave 
a fictitious name merely to shield the young 
lady who was so grievously and wantonly in- 
sulted by a man who, in the garb of a police 
oflicer, should have protected her. The com- 
plaint sets forth that for a week prior to the 
conduct complained of Mr. Sharpe had been 
quite sick; that on the evening of Aug. 2 he 
went to Mc Vicker’s Theatre with a lady friend 
of his; at 10:30 he was taken so ill that he 
had to leave the theatre, and he went direct- 
ly to the office where he was employed asa 
shipping clerk—the office vf the Phenix Fire- 
Insurance Company of Brooklyn. N. Y., No. 
160 La Salle street—as he wished to take a 
dose of some medicine he had there. The 
office is in the basement, and he lit the 
gas placed a ch outside the 
door for the lady to sit in, but instead 
of that she walked backwards and fore- 
wards in front of the office windows, when 
she was approached by Officer Patrick 
O’ Brien, who at that time was very drunk 
and who told her to go on to the station; and, 
upon her refusing repeated the order with 
the remark, Give me none of your lip.” 
She then remonstrated with him and tola 
him that she was waiting for complainant, 
pointing to where the latter was. The officer 
said. I have to take you to the station.“ 
She called to the complainant to help her, 
and he rushed out, when the officer said to him, 
“Do you know this woman?” Complain- 
ant replied in the affirmative, and the officer 
said: “If you don’t take her away I shall 
run herin.” She then told the story of how 
the policeman had 2 insulted her, and 
he became indignant at the officer, and said: 
Let us go to the station and make a com- 
plaint against him.“ While we were pro- 
ceeding to the station on the east side of the 
street, says the complaint, the police officer 
ran down on the west side of the street, 
thus leaving his beat. and got to 
the station ahead of us, and we found him 
sitting inside of the office with the man in 
charge of the station. I told the station-

against that officer, pointing to O’Brien, for 
insulting this lady on Salle street. 
O’Brien then got up and said that he would 
arrest us anyway. asked for what, and 
he said for disorderly conduct.

my head. I assed to be allowed to give bail. 
O’Brien said: * You can’t have any bail, go 
below, and we were locked up, the lady being 
ut in a cell with women of the vilest class. 
Ve were under arrest from 11 o’clocg in the 
evening until Z oclock in the morning, when I 
was sent for by the Lieutenant, who asked 
me if I had friends.

It cannot, as an 
association of honorable merchants, keep on 
its roll of membership a person who fai s to 
observe his commercial obligations, The 
membership of such a person brings dis- 
credit on the entire body, and if it cannot 
free itself from such an element useful- 
ness of the association as a commercial or- 
ganization would be very seriously impaired, 

The chief object of its incorporation was 
to establish an institution in whieh the reat 
and various commercial interests of On ago 
could be represented, and whose advantages 
no person should be permitted to share un- 
less entitled to faith and credit in the vast 
business carried on by its members. Such an 
institution is of great value, not only to 
City of Chicago, but to all persons who have 
business relations with that city. It seeks to 
establish a high standard of mercantile honor. 
It seeks to wake the unwritten word of a 
member as inviolable as his bond. It seeks 
to exclude the gishonest and unworthy. It 
seeks to provide a mode of Settling honest 
differences without driving parties to expen- 
sive litigation in the courts. It may not suc- 
ceed in all its 78 but no human institu- 
tion is perfect. Whatever may be its short- 
comings, it is the best representative of the 
commerciai interests of the Northwest.“ 

I CITE THESE CASES 

to impress upon you, gentlemen, the neces- 
sity of closely ad ering to the well-known 
principles Of justiog and equity which gov- 
ern the specific performance of all contracts 
by the parties thereto, and to strengthen the 
argument which I have the honor of present- 
you by calling your attention to the rea- 
soning of the eminent men whose wisdom, 
recognized by the State as well as by the 
whole lewal fraternity, has entitled them to 
the highest seats of honor in the gift of the 
ople, Having tried to the best of my abil- 
ty to direct 2 attention to the sacredness 
and inviolability of a contract, I now beg you 
to notice that the rule under which your 
honorable body derives its pawer to act re- 
quires that Jour decision shall be rendered 
in view of all the facts presented, and hav- 
ing reference to the duty of the seller to 

specifically fulfill his contract.“ 

Lo justify interference with the sanctity 
and invielability of contracts made between 
the members of this board the evidence of 
manipulation for the purpese of extortinyg 
unreasonabie damages must ve not only al- 
leged but must be proved absolutely and 
overwhelmingly. Manipulation will —— 
bly be alleged. We deny it absolutely and 
42 * ly. 

uch will be said about legitimate values, 
and it willbe sought to discriminate against 
purchases made by those whe desire to pro- 
tect their contracts, to fulfill thelr obligatians, 
to pany wef discharge thelr voluntarily as- 
sumed liability, as be ng iliewitimate and not 
the prover standard of value. While those 
only will be considered legitimate when made 
by millers and shippers who may be free 


tions. At the proper time in this examina- 
tion we shail offer to you, gentiemen, evi- 
dence conclusive and unimpeachable of 
values based the operations 
of both millers and shippers, but 
this board, permit me to say, will surely re- 
gret the day when purchases made 8 
contract-keeping members are regarded as 
no evidence ot value, and when the rule un- 
der which this committee is now acting is 
ignored by an official announcement that 
contracts may be disregarded and default ve 
encouraged by immunity from its legitimate 
consequences, , 

There will doubtless be disclosed. here 
mauy shades of opinion as to the existence 
of manipulation, but a plentiful lack of any- 
thing having the semblance of proof will not 
escape your attention. . 

Not very long ago in the history of this 
board default was disgrace. Not very long 
ago it was kindly said of those having met 
with financial disaster after effort to escape 
it, Ile is honest and honorable; he would 
pay if he could.“ Now noné so smart as the 
defaulter. “He could pay if he would,” is 
said, * but he won't t he can help it.“ De- 
moralizanon is infectious. Responsible and 
wealthy firms have fallen a prey to the dis 
case, and an attempt is being made to popu- 
larize default and to 

PLACE A PREMIUM UPON REPUDIATION, 
It is sought to stigmatize as conspirators the 
men who with their money in one hand to 
pay for the property bought extend the other 
to receive that property. Defaulters on this 
board now claim rights unknown elsewhere 
in any commercial community, and they 
come up here ignoring all solemn obligation, 
re under foot all contract ligbility, 
and libelously accuse the parties to whom 
they are in default with statutory crime, 
Accusation, however, is not proof, and it is 
hoped by every honorable member of this 
board that avoidance of responsibility will 
not be encouraged by this committee, but 
that the sturdy and honest acceptance of un- 
favorable speculative results will be ex- 
pected and demanded, and the dignity of this 
board upheld. 

if this committee should decide that a rule 
made for the protection of dealers who, fear- 
ing such sudden and violent enhancement of 
values as n to stamp them ficti- 
tious, may de tortured into a means 
of escape from just liability, then it will be 
understood that in Chicago—upon the floors 
of her most influéntial business organization 
—the rule of dishonor must prevail, and this 
board will have announced a policy whose 
resultis disintegration and death. The co- 
hesive power of every trade organization is 
only that of strict compliance with contract 
obligations. 

It may be claimed here that the stocks of 
the property dealt in were largely owned 
by a few parties. It will be for your honor- 
able body to ay udgment upon this p 
and it will douDtless receive your carefu 
consideration. The question of title to prop- 
erty isa vital one. It legal at all it must be 
continuously so. No power on earth except 
that of public necessity can praperiy inter- 

tere with it. If legal the day it is acquired 
it is always legal, and none other than a 
Communistle or Socialistie policy can com- 
pel the holder to part with it. The suspen- 
sion of the law of eontractsis commercial 
anarchy equally as much as the sus- 
pension of the laws of the State is social 
anarchy. Where a corporation is established 
specifically for the purpose of trade no argu- 
ment is needed to prove that the policy of de- 
fault is death. This board is literally de- 
pendent upon the idea that the binding and 
voluntary agreements of its] members must 
be honorably and completely complied with. 
‘The argument that manipulation is the basis 
of appreciation of values in this case has its 
souree, pot in the heads of the defaulters, 
but in their pockets. There can be no con- 
splracy or unlawful comoination where con- 
tracts are made in the open market and with- 
out attempt to deceive or defraud. 
Legislature of this State has authorized this 
board under charter for purposes of trade. 
It has created a corporation with power to 
regulate its affairs and its members are en- 
tittled under the franchise it confers upon 
them to meet together and buy and sell com- 
modities dealt in upon its floor without limit 
in the open market, at the market price at 
which sellers of property offer it for sale. If

then has the Legislature brought into exist- 
ence an institution calculated to destroy 
commeree, and not to foster it. 

But permit me to say, gentlemen, that the 
solemn auty devolves upon you to vindicate 
the rights of it contract parties, who are 
members of this organization. For disinte- 
gration is inevitable when these are loosely 
regarded, and the million-dollar edifice now 
in process of erection, will, when (if ever) 
completed, be avacaut monament to the dis- 
honor of Chicago, instead of being some- 
thing to be proudly pointed to by every mem- 
ber of our great organization as dedicated to 
commercial integrity.

Mr. Brine had fa to mentibn 
that the statute voids a contract in all in- 
stances where either party interposes ob- 
atacles calculated to frustrate the perforin- 
ane of the contract; then it was no longer 
a contract. There was no principle of law 
better established than that. rules of 
the were enacted for the purpose of 
promoting equity and justice in trade. 

Sec. 9 of Rule 4 made it an expellable 
offense for parties to mahipulate the market. 
and thus throw obstacles in the way of the 
performance of contracts. That was one uf 

principles which underlay the progperity 
of the Board of Trade. ‘There was no severer 
penalty than that provided for the violation 
of a contract. It was an easy mat 
ter to charge a violation of a contract 
and it was easy to call people repudiators, 
but that did nut prove anything. Wholesale 
denunclation did not amount to anything in 
argument, and rhetoric also was a poor sub- 
stitute for facts. He expected to prove some 
very solid facts, showing that while the gen- 
tlemen on the other side were talking with 
their mouths they were planni to viclate 
the rules and planning to estabiish fictitious 
markets. While charges were made against 
old houses of violation of contracts, he could 
show that other and more recently estab- 
lished houses were the ones who violated 
the rules and who violated the contracts. 

The rules had recognized the fact that men 
had done it before, and they provided that 
the value of property in other markets could 
be shown, as well as other facts, in order to 
determine its value in this market, irrespect- 
ive of any fictitious value. The rule in regard 
to manipulating the market was a part 
of every contract made on the board, and any 
attempt on the part of any one man to ma- 
nipulate prices voided that man’s contract. 
It was further provided that the committee 
should be authorized to consider whether 
the value of property in dispute had been en- 
hanced by combination or by individuals for 
the purpose of extorting unreasonable dan- 
ages. ‘The law as stated by Mr. Brine was 
correct as far it went, but Mr. Brine had 
failed to state the cardinal principle of law, 
that an attempt by one party 0 prevent 
another party from fulfilling his contract 
violated the contract. Mr. Brine had ignored

& Buell, 20,000 bushels, and delivered to that 
firm; witness’ firm were handling the 
wheat as agents fur others, 

Mr. Wright—Who were you handling the 
wheat for? 

Mr. Brine objected to the question, basing 
his objection upon the fact that the firm 
were acting in a confidential capacity for 
their principals, and claiming that the. wit- 
ness could not be compelled to answer. 

Mr. Wright claimed that the witness could 
not be excused froin answering unless he 
would admit that his answer would crimi- 
nate himself. 

After a long discussion by the parties, the 
committee decided that they had no power to 
compel the witness to answer the question, 
but that he miglit give the desired 1 
tion if he chose so to do.

The Markets ov the Board Kester dar- 
Steadicg and Stronger. 

The produce markets were steadier yester- 
day, and generally stronger, There was not 
very much demand from outside in a specu- 
lative way, but the local feeling seemed go 
have turned rather decidedly in the direc- 
tion of the bullish feeling. This change 
seemed to depend entirely upon the fact of 
small receipts. The arrivals of the day were 
very light both in grain andin hogs. The 
latter were so sinall as to cause some appre- 
hension that all the packing-houses will have 
to shut down ere many days are 
gone, the supply of yesterday be- 
ing barely equal to the demand 
for shipment, let alone anything for home 
consumption, This caused or induced a 


.loeal operator to become a buyer for lard to 


the extent of about all the offerings; and 
there was also a sharp inquiry for short ribs, 
with very little offering until about half-past 
12 o’clock, when, the advance having been 
telegraphed to the seabvard, some orders 
were received here to seil, and the later trad- 
ing in short ribs was quite lively; but the in- 
creased offerings didn’t cause any decline in 

rices. ‘There was not much life in pork, 

ut prices advanced decidedly in sympathy 
with the other parts of the provision market. 

The receipts of wheat were less than a half 
what might have been expected for Monday, 
and the advices from the country were to the 
effect that threashing had been suspended 
over very large areas as a consequence of 
wet weather, the grain not being dry enough 
to separate from the ear. This coihlition of 
things promised light receipts för some 
weeks to come, even if the weather 
should turn fine, of which there was no im- 
mediate prospect. There were no cable ad- 
vices of a public character from England,

in all the provincial markets; but it was un- 
derstood that there were some shipping or- 
ders here, and a demand for No, 3, which 
could not be filled in consequence of the 
light offerings of that wrade. 

The corn market was stronger in sympathy 
with wheat, the receipts being so small as to 
barely meet a diminished shipping demand. 
The reports trom the country were generally 
favorable to the new crop, and one enthusias- 
tic individual said that we shall have 
“slathers of new corn” here from Kansas 
before the end of September. Lut this prog- 
nostication didn't seem to be accepted by the 
crowd, if they heard it at all, and even the 
long futures were firm, eiosing a little higher 
than at the end of last week. 

The oats market was very much exelted, 
with a vigorous filling In of shorts at a ma- 
terialadvanee. The market went up about 
two cents for this month, and fully half a 
event on the longer futures. It was estimated 
that over 2,000,000 bushels of August oats 
were filled in before II o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and comparatively little was done in that 
direction afterwards, the later trading being

FEDERAL AFFAIRS.

The Post-Office inspection Commission, 
who are at present engaged in looking over the 
Chicago Post-Office, say they have as yet noth- 
ing to recommend in connection with the 
otfice, having not fairly entered upon the 
work. Most of the time since 
their arrival in this city has been spengin com- 
pleting their reports on other cities visited in 
the East and in casually looking over the ground 
for the coming inspection in ban It has been 
stated that the commission intended to report in 
favor of a radical change in the delivery system, 
recommending a plan similar to that now in 
operation at Philadelphia. It is asserted that 
the commission as such will do no such thing, 
whatever its members may dv as individual em- 
pioyés of the Postal Department. The recom- 
mendation must, and probably will, come from 
an entirely ditferent source; perhaps from the 
free-delivery Inspector, Mr. Hall, who arrived 
in this city Sunday. Mr. Hall and a very large 
number of the most thoughtful and active men 
in the department, including the First Assistant 
in the Postmaster-General's office, are, it is said, 
warm advocates of the Philadelphia system, 
believing as they do that it is the 
ouly perfect system for large and 
growing cities. Capt. Stuart,. of the Inspection 
Commission, is and for a long time has been an 
advocate of the system, but is of the opinion 
that it will be some time the change is 
made in this city. Duri he recent visit 
of the commission to Philadelphia he had 
ample opportunity to judge of its workings, 
and be maintains that it is just what Chicago 
needs. There are, he says, no so-called branch 
offices—all the carriers reporting at once 
directly to and taking their mail from 
the main office. There are thirteen vans, 
somewbat similar to Chicago's police pa- 
trol wagons, and the outlying routes are 
so arranged that each of these vans hurries 
away at stated hours of the day, each with eight 
carriers, who are dropped one by one at the 
Artzt house on their respective routes. They 
are then in turn picked up again at the 
end of their routes, and if they have an- 
other delivery to make during the day, are 
hurried back to the main office. The advan- 
tages of this system are too numerous to bere 
enumerate. The great disadvantage of the 
branch-office system is that two distribu- 
tions of the same mail are required 
one at the main office and one at the 
branch office after it has been deliverod there 
by wagon. In the Philadelphia system one dis- 
tribution suffices. Thereare no deliveries made 
at dhe branch offices save b 
reality the only purposes which the public put 
them to is for the sale of stamps, registrationof 
letters, and money-orders. Capt. Stuart pro- 

to give the public still greater 
Facilities in this regard by stationing Post- 
Office 6m ployés in various stores throughout the 
cHy, and in establishing stamp depots in as 
large a number as may be desired by offering 
any druggist or storekeepera salary of $25 or 
thereabouts per year for keeping not jess than $50 
worth of stamps on sale all the while. It would 
costa mere trifie to rent a single window or 
desk room for these sub- agents in various prom- 
inent parts of the city, and the differenve in the 
expense of theseand therent and incidental 
expenses of the branch offices, would, in his 
opinion, go a great ways in perfecting the van 
system. 

It would require some time to alter the routes 
to conform to such a system, besides, the de- 
partment moves but siowly. Therefore the 
proposed change, as it bas not yet been recom- 
mended even, is likely to be a long time coming.

The shooting will com- 
mence at 10 o’clock a. m. sharp, and after 11 
o’cl no entrances will be made to the first 
shoot. Seven thousand wild birds in good 
condition have been obtained and are in 
coop for the occasion. The tournament, 
which will be one of the largest ever heid in 
or about Chicago will be under the manage- 
ment of the well-known shooters, Abe Klein- 
man and John Watson, assisted by various 
members of the several shooti clubs of 
Chicago, who have kindly proffered their 
services.

MUSCULAR JAPANESE. 


— — 


Strength and Kudurauee of a Siimly- 
Dicted People — Hard- Working Men 


Who Eat No “eat. 

San Frinctseo Chronicle, 

YOKOHAMA, July 1—Japan furnishes an ex- 
ample that tells largely in favor of a'vegetarian 
dict. That the Japanese are a people of muscle 
and great physical eudurance is apparent on 
every hand. The specimens of muscular 
development sbown in the build and 
structure of the working- classes are evidences 
of great strength and hardiness. The diet of 
these men is entirely of vegetables and fish, 
and they are very economical feeders at that. 
The quantity of food they require, or at least 
the quantity they eat, is astonishingly small 
when compared with the food devoured by the 
meat-eaters from the Western World. The 
amount of manual labor they perform is simply 
prodigious. The cooly who takes the piace of 
and who docs the work for ich oxen and 
borscs are utilized elsewhere is about as strong 
and can accomplish about as much heavy work 
as the beasts of burden they take the place of, 
They are possessed of immense power of limb, 
beit able to pull loads that would be consid- 
ered as much as any ordinary draft animai 
could draw. It is wonderful to see them walk- 
ing away with the heavy loads they onsily move, 
and as carriers of burdens upon the shoulder they 
are cupabie of starting ackhicvements. Seem- 
ingiy their frames are as tough as steel, not 
susceptible of cold or intense heat—qou-w 
thinly. clad in freezing weather, and pot 
shrinking from the sun in its most oppressive 
scason. 

Snort in stature, compact in build, with weil- 
expanded chest, limbs of sbupely mold, with 
muscles of iron endurance, small extremities, 
dvlwate ankles, (bey are a marvel of strength. 
Some of these men havea mass of muscle in 
their lover limbs such us are seen del.neated in 
the cuts of gladiators of ola Rome. And it 
must ve remembered that these men are from 
necessity the least able to induige in unlimited 
quantities of their peculiar food of all the peo- 
pie id the land. They illustrate the lesson that 
strength and endurance may exist on a gat 
and scanty diet of rice and vegetables, tozether 
with neu. The Rikisha men are not so heavily 
moided, being of wuch sligbter build, but they 
ere ulso full of muscie, though not 80 prodigaily 
developed. The fatigue these men undergo and 
withstand can be partially estimated when it is 
remembered that it is uot considerea an ex- 
truordipary feat for * to travel forty 
miles a day with the seated passen- 
ger. No matter how hot it may be, 
while the passenger is complaining of the 
heat he is being whirled along and protected by 
bis umbrella from the rays of the sun, the mo- 
tive power never flags. The Rikisha man keeps 
upa pace like a deer, his body generally bare to 
the sun, being gulitiess of clothing that could 
| inconvenience the free movement of the body 
or umbs. He takes but the slightest quantity of 
refreshment while on the road—a cup of tea and 
a modicum of rice being the extent of his gor- 
mandizing during the travel. And they repeat 
these ex pioits day after day, never eating meat. 

Although the average Stature of this people is 
under the standard of most of the European na- 
tions it is about equal to that of the French—that 
is, of the male pordos. The femules are very 
much below the hight of Western women. But 
the y have the same muscular tralts es the males. 
Thev have well-developed limbs and a capacity 
tor labor and fatiguing work that seems aston- 
ishing. To see these women at work in the 
fekis, managing the immense doe in use 
there, with their scauty garments, which 
allow the sun to look upon their shouldera 
and the upper portion of thelr bodies, leaving 
their limbs unfettered, they appear modeis of 
symmetrical development. Beautifully rounded 
acme and limbs, with smallest of feet and bands 
and smull-boned. they present the spectacic of 
what the human form should be in its natural 
grace and tinish. An extraneous appliance is 
never permitted to assist Dame Nature in giv- 
ing shape or line to the compact duatomy of 
their bodies. =. children are wondertully 
strong ulso. ure harnessed into the geu- 
erni cure of na ittler fry of the bousebold as 
Kum us us they ure large enough to bavea 
sinalier child strapped on to their backs. They 
Warn very early the skill ot bearing burdens 
upon their shoulders. As they increase in 
growth the cape@vity tor this sort of work is duly 
fostered. The women, young and old. are to be 
seen bearing loads Upon their backs that the 
uninitiated in such work would not be able to 
tand up under. They will travel miles laden 
this way with a speed that would be sufficient to 
tire un average Western woman if entirely un- 
incumbered. Infact there are very few women 
why could at all walk the distance the old wom- 
endo wulle bearing beavy loads. Audall this 
s performed uu an absieinious vegeta) le diet. 

One of the principal articles of dict of the 
adult working classes is u larwe kind of radhish, 
60 much seen in the Chinese markets of San 
Frapcisco. Here it grow: to an extraordinary 
length, being often seen fully a yard long. A 

species of seaweed is largely utilized also, and 
brown bean is made into u substance known ts 
miso, und alev is the base of a soy, tu whic 
most of their foou is cooked. Miso and soy are 
Stupies in all their ecovomy of cheap living. In 
fact, the soy of Japan is the base of all the East 
Indian sauces so much used by the egicures of 
the Western worid. Rice is the great staple of 
food, the fish are us plentiful as can be desired. 
There is a long list of roots and edibles grown 
bere and utilized as food unknown elsewbere. 
Sweet potutoes grow luxuriantly and ure a 
staple food. The laboring classes are of 
course, because of their luted incomes, un- 
able to indulge in the more costly foods, such as 
fowl and eggs, and the wore expensive fish and 
fruits. Tea and their native sake are their 
drinks. Sake, being brewed from rice, though 

aicobalic bas none of the deadly qualities of 
whisky distilled from corn. Sake and rice 
beated together, mMuking a sort of sake and rice 
gruel, igsold by traveling venders who are to be 
met on all the roads, It is sold In quantities of 
about two gills, ora little more, pertiaps, for a 
cent anda halt. The coolies and Rikisha men 
seein to releh it Vory Much, and no doubt it bas 


avery strengthening qualities, us itis much used 


by them, and they don’t put their funds into 
trash that has no value ag a renovator of the 
tired system. 

In Tokio there js a large Government paper 

making and money-printing establishment 
— hundreds of laborers and operatives are 
engaged. Ip connection with the works there 
is un euting-bouse where food is supplied to all 
who desire to obtain their meals on the premises. 
The scale of prices for a meal is from one and 
Que-balf cents to six cents. Tho lowest wages 

uid is 10 cents a day.

the Smalicst stipend can get ail the 
food required for a small proportion of bis earn- 
jugs. Ali the operatives in this establishment 
are good specimens of what Japanese food wil 
do in the way of sustaining strength and robust 
health. No more healthy set of men and women 
or youths can ve seen in any part of the wurid: 
none more capable of enduring the strain and 
drain upon the system that continuous labor en- 
tails. Your correspondent has taken the trouble 
to ascertain the measurement of the tower 
limbs of a number of the draught coalies in 
Yokobama, and be is abie to assure you that, by 
actual measurement, Very many of these cvaps 
huveacalf to their leg measuring seventeen.

Stocks Opened Strong, but Weak- 
ened the Rest of the 
Day. 


Not Much Selling, but an Absence of 
Buying Orders. 


The Produce Markets Generally Stronger 
Provisions Active, with a Sharp 
Local Demand, 


Grain Strengthened by the Fact of Very Small 
Receipts for the Season—A Light 
Supply of Hogs. 


FINANCIAT. 


Stocks opened very strong. especially for Rock 
Island, Burlington & Quincy, Ihinois Central, 
and Union Pacific. for almost the whole list 
the opening prices were the highest of the day. 
A steady decline begau at once, which continucd 
till the close. The improvement, which oveurred 
in the tinal quotations, was almost too light to 
be considered a rully. The cause of the decline 
did not seem to be manipulation, nor was it due 
to any beavy selling by the public. It was up- 
parently explained by the absence of buying 
orders to meet even the small amount of sciling 
that naturally followed soactive a buying move- 
ment as we have had for the last fortnight. For 
want of such buying orders the market declined. 
Chicago operators bought sparimygly as prices 
went down, and covered some shorts. There 
was u little realizing. On the whole the Chicago 
brokers are carrying less stock than ten days 


ayo. 

The recent boom in stocks followed the won- 
derful prospects of the winter-wheat crop 
which have now become a certainty. Mexa- 
while a marvelous improvement has taken 
place in the promise of the corn crop, and but a 
short time will now be needed to complete the 
spring-wheat harvest, which rivals that of 
Without zomg so far out of 
our province as to predict that a further rise in 
stock ought to follow this further development 
of the crops, itis at least safe to say that even 
under the pressure ot tight money the good 
stocks can not yield much without becoming 
good purchases.

The latest earnings of twenty-four roads, as

The Philadelphia Record advises ail those 
who are likely to be borrowers of money 
within the next month to put their financial 
houses In order. 

Keirnan’s Letter said that it is alleged that a 
settlement with shorts in Northwestern saved 
the market on Saturday froma deluge of long 
stuck. The settlement certainly caused sellers 
of Friday to buy heavily Saturday forenoon. It 
is nid Mr. Hutchinson bad considerabie to do 
with the spurt in Northwestern.

We are, it 
suys, ina position to fee! sensiblv any pressure 
abroad. With a large outstanding balance 
against us, Europe could and would draw upon 
us for gold should sbe need it, and this, coming 
atatime when there was a drain upon our 
banks from the interior to move the crops (even 
granting that the drain may be smaller than 
formerly) could not but bave an adverse effect 
upon our money market. This is emphasized by 
the reported loss of £585,000 bullion by the Bank 
of Eugland forthe weck ended Thursday, and 
the further withdrawal of £300,000 on balance ou 
the same day. Of course, stringency is not to 
be inferred as a necessary condition of those 
facts, but at least caution is called for. We be- 
lieve that such influences as these are having 
their weight with the leading operators in 
stocks, and probably account in part for their 
professed desire to check a too rapid rise.

There must have been a unanimous if not pre- 
concerted attack on the watermelon patches on 
Sunday, as nothing short of that conclusion will 
explain the abundapee of this festive fruit on 
South Water street yesterday. Between 60 and 
70 car-loads had arrived up to noon, aud there 
were several gardens that nad not been heard 
from. 

A letter from Sheldon, III., says that the wet 
weather of the past ten duys has made the farm- 
ers of that section feel very blue on account of 
the damage to oats. With a little tine weather 
they would have been able to forward large 
quantities—to take advantage of the 
high prices for August. But with 
a few more days of wet weather the quantity de- 
uvered during the month would be very small. 
Corn is practically exhausted from first hands, 
the old crop having never before been so thor- 
vughly used up as now; and the promise for the 
new crop ie not as good as it might be. Wheat- 
thrashing has been retarded by the rains. 

The question is askeu, “‘What is the matter 
with rye?’’ A party ja the trade answered it 
yesterday. He said that there is a three-years’ 
stock Of old whisky on band, and some 700,000 bu 
of old rye in sight. The whisky men 
of Kentucky and Tennessee dare sim- 
ply louded down the spirits market, and 
the biggest crop of rye ever produced in the 
United States is not used up yet, hence the 
lack of demand for the grain. We note that re- 
ports from Ceutral lilinovis say the yield of rye 
in that section Will not be more thao halt as 
large as expected, 

Oue of the vessels chartered last week to take 
out wheat had to go to three elevators Saturday 
in order to obtain a 60,000 bu cargo. Shippers 
wish there was u bigger stock here, so that they 
could load with less trouble. 

The outs sitaation is peculiarly interesting, 
and painfully so, no doubt, to many connected 
with the deal. The overselling of August de- 
livery is not a new thing in the history of the 

outs trade here. {mn fact the shorts have for 
years taken the world for their granary in this 
month's operations, and sold so much as to re- 
quire very extraordinary exertions in the deliv- 
ery and settlement thereof, The heavy short 
sules for the present month were probably 
based on an estimuted receipt of somewbere in 
the vicinity of 12,000,000 bu of oats, or as largo 
a quantity as could under the mast favorabiec 
circumstance bave been brought by the rail- 
roads cuntering here. Wet weather. has inter- 
vened, aud the farmers have not been able to 
harvest and thrash their grain. It might be 
barely possible for the oats to come forward now 
ut a rate suffleiently pleatiful to agererate 
8,000,000 bu by the Ist of September, but the 
chances are more largely in favor of a total of 
not more than 5,000,000, which would give 450 
cars per day for the last fifteen days of 
the month. How many vats will be needed on 
the homestretch is of course merely a matter 
of conjecture, and depends upon the judgment 


and grit of the “shorts,” who came forward, as 


was reported, to the tune of 2,000,000 bu or more 
yesterday and took the consequences. The 
Chicago market is not the only one where the 
scarcity of oats is making itself felt in high 
peices. All the other leading grain centres have 
tuo same complaint apd from the same causes. 
We note that the shortage bere is likely to bring 
in oats froma lou distance, Advices were ro- 
ceived here yesterday of the consignment of 
about 12 car-ioads from Missouri to this market.

MUSCULAR J. JAPANESE. 


— 


Strength and Endurance of a Siimily- 
Dicted People — ifard-Working Men 
Who Eat No “icat. 

San fFrainctseo Chronicle. 

YOKOHAMA, July 1.—Japan furnishes an ex- 
ample that tells largely in favor of a'vegetarian 
dict. That the Japanese are a people of muscle 
and great pbysical eudurance is apparent on 
every hand. The specimens of muscular 
devclopment sbown in tbe build and 
structure of the working-clagses are evidences 
of greut strength and hardiness. The diet of 
these men is entireiy of vegetables and fish, 
and they are very economical feeders at that. 
The quantity of food they require, or at least 
the quantity they cat, is astonishingly small 
wWnoen compared with the food devoured by the 
meat-eaters from the Western World. The 
amount of manual labor they perform is simply 
prodigious. The cooly who takes the piace of 
and who does the work for ich oxen and 
borses are utilized elsewhere is about as strong 
and can accomplish about as much heavy work 
as the beasts of burden they take the place of, 
They are possessed of immense power of umb, 
bemsz able to pull loads that wouid be consid- 
ered as much as any ordinary draft animal 
could draw. It is wonderful to see them walk- 
ing away with the heavy loads they casily move, 
and as carriers of burdens upon the shoulder they 
are capabie of startimg achicvements. Seem- 
mei their frames are as tough as steel, not 
suseeptibie of cold or intense heat—4soir-e 
thinly clad in freezing weather, and not 
shrinking from the sun in its most oppressive 
gcason. 

Short in stature, compact in build, with well- 
expanded chest, limbs of Shapely mold, with 
muscles of iron endurance, small extremitics, 
delwate ankles, (bey are a marvel of strength. 
Some of these mon havea mass of muscle in 
their lover limbs such us are seen del.neated in 
the cuts of gladlators of ola Rome. And it 
must be remembered that these men ars from 
necessity the least able to 17 in unlimited 
quantities of their peculiar f of allthe peo- 
pie in the land. They illustrate the lesson that 
strength and endurance may exist on a Hot 
and scanty diet of rice and vegetables, towether 
with fish. The Rikisha men are not #@ -heavily 
moided, being of wuch sligbter build, but they 
ere also full of muscie, though not se prodigully 
developed. The fatigue these men undergo and 
withstand can be partiaily estimated when it is 
remembered that it is uot considerea an ex- 
truordinary feat for m to travel forty 
miles a day with tbeir seated passen- 
ger. No matter bow het it may de, 
while the passenger is complaining of the 
heat he is being whirled along and protected by 
bis umbrella from the rays of the sun, the mo- 
tive power never flags. The Rikisha man keeps 
upa pace like a deer, bis body generally bare to 
the sun, being gulitiess of clothing that could 
inconvenience the free movement of the 
or bmbs. He takes but the slightest quantity of 
refreshment while on the road—a cup of tea and 
a modicum of rice being the extent of his gor- 
mandizing during the travel. And they repeat 
these ex pivits day after day, never eating meat, 

Although the average Stature of this people is 
under the standard of most of the European na- 
tions—it is about equal to that of the French—that 
is, of the male portion. The femules are very 
much below the higtt of Western women. But 
the have the same —— traigs es the males. 
Thev bave well-developed limbs and u capacity 
for labor and fatiguing work that seems aston- 
hinge. To see these women at work in the 
fields, managing the immense hve in use 
there, with their scauty garments, which 
allow the sun to look wpon their shoulders 
and the upper portion of their bodies, leaving 
their limbs unfettered, they appear modeis of 
symmetrical development. Beautifully rounded 
arme and limbs, with smallest of feet and bands 
and mull-boned. they present the spectacic of 
what the human form should be in ita natural 
grace and tinish. An extraneous appliance is 
never permitted to assist Dame Nature in giv- 
ing shape or line to the compact dnatomy of 
their bodies. oe chiidren are wondertuily 
strong ulso, ure harnessed into the geu- 
eral cure of 1 tt ler try of the bouseboid as 
Kum aus us they ure large enough to bavea 
sinalier child strupped on to their backs. They 
learn very early che skill ot bearing burdens 
upon their shoulders. As they inorease in 
growth the cap@vity tor this sort of work is duly 
fostered. The women, young and old. are to be 
seen bearing loads Upon their backs (that the 
uninitiated in such work would not be able to 
tand up under. They will travel miles laden 
this way with a speed that would be sufficient to 
tire un average Western woman if entirely un- 
inoumbered. Infact there are very fow women 
Wut could at all waik the distance the old wom- 
endo wulle bearing bcavy loads. Audall this 
6 performed uu an absieinious vegeta le diet. 

One of the principal articies of dict of the 
adult working classes is u large kind of radhish, 
go much seen in the Chinese markets of San 
Francisco. Here it grows to an extraordivary 
length, being often seen fully a yard long. A 
species of seaweed is largely utilized also, wo 4 


brown bean is made into u substance known 
miso, und alev is che base of a soy, iu whic 
most of their food is cooked. Miso and soy are 
stuples in all their ecovomy of cheap living. In 
fact, the soy of Japagn is the base of ali the East 
Indian suuces so much used by the eyicures of 
the Western worid. Rice is the great staple of 
food, the fish are us pientiful as can be desi 
There ie a le list of roots and edibles grown 
bere and utilized as food unknown elsewhere. 
Sweet potatues grow luxuriantly and ure a 
staple food. The laboring classes are of 
course, because of their limited incomes, un- 
able to indulge in the more costly foods, such as 
fowl and egys, and the wore expensive fish and 
fruits. Ten and their native sake are their 
drinks, Sake, bew brewed from rice, though 
alcobulic bas none of the deadly qualities of 
whisky distilled from corn. Sake and rice 
beated together, muking a sort of sake and rice 
gruel, igsoid by traveling venders who are to be 
met on all the roads. It is sold In quantities of 
about two gills, ora little more, perhaps, for a 
cent anda halt. The coolies and Rikisha men 
seein to releh it Vory Much, and no doubt it bas 
avery strengthening qualities, us it is much used 
by them, and they don’t put their funds into 
trash that has no value as a renovator of the 
tired system. 
in Tokio there js a large Government paper 
making und money-printing establishment 
where bundreds of laborers and operatives are 
engaged. Ip connection with the works there 
js an eating-bouse where food is supplied to ail 
who desire to obtain their meals on the premises. 
The scale of prices for a meal is from one and 
Que-balf cents to six cents.

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The Death of Capt. Sam Whiting. 

The Cleveland Heraid has the following re- 
garding Capt. Sam Whiting, whose death was 
announced in THe Tesa Sunday: “A 
postal-card from G. E. Leonard, 293 Delancey 
street, New York, contains this announcement: 
“Poor Capt. Sam Whitmg died at the Sailors’ 
Snug Harbor, oa Long Igiand, July W. Will 
send details ere long.” Many of the old res- 
dents of this city will remember Capt. Whiting, 
when thirty-five years ago be commanded some 
of the fine steamers which plowed Lake Erie 
before the days of railroads. He was born in 
New York about 1815. His father was a beok- 
publisber, and was the Urst topubiish in this 
country the Edinburg Encyclopedia.

Capt. Whiting went 
to sean whea a boy, and worked his way to the 
command of apacket-ship between New York 
and Liverpool, and afterward visited almost 
every part of the globe.

A Widow Aeoouces Her Unele of De- 
frauding Mer Out of Mer Property. 
A bill was filed Saturday in the. Cireuit 

Court by Cecilia J. Armstrong against her 
unele, Augustſhe D. Taylor, asking for an 
accounting. She says that in February, 1862, 
her husband, Francis Bracken, died, leavmg 
her and one child as his heirs, and property 
valued at about $25,000 as near as she can es- 
timate.

She has repeat- 
edly requested and demanded that Taylor 
should give her statements of his accounts, 
but, though making profuse promises, he 
has never given her any satisfaction. At 
one time he has admitted he was indebted 
to her; at another he has denied it, but she 
thinks he must owe her at least $15,000 on a 
fuir accounting. At one time he induced 
ber to give him a receipt in settlement, but 
he afterwards gave her a paper admitting 
that no settlement had ever been made. She 
also claims that he by his malfeas- 
ance caused her to lose a valuable 
piece of property under a foreclosure 
sale, by not advancing the money to take up 
the incumbrance. Under the circumstances 
she claims that her rights are seriously 
jeopardized, and she asks that Taylor may be 
compelled to account for all the money of 
hers that he has received, and to pay over 
whatever may still be due.
